Business    Notes 


— According  to  the  (Jarreio  da  Afttn/ul  the 
Banco  da  Republica  has  made  a  loan  of 
1,300,000s  to  the  municipality. 

—The  contract  between  the  government  and 
Messrs.  Haupt  Biehu  &  Co.  for  the  coinage 
of  30,000,000$  in  new  nickel  coins  has  been 
signed  and  the  preliminary  deposits  made.  The 
coins,  our  readers  will  remember,  will  be  of 
three  denominations,  400  reis,  200  rets  and 
100  reis,  which  will  be  less  than  half  the 
size  of  the  present  coins. 

—The  rapid  fall  in  exchange  last  week  is 
said  to  have  so  alarmed  the  minister  of  fi- 
nance that  he  at  once  placed  a  large  sy,in 
of  money  in  London  at  the  disposal  of  the 
foreign  banks  engaged  in  exchange  operations. 
This  checked  tlie  decline  on  Frid  ly  and  ad- 
vanced the  rate  to  10  9/16  on  Saturday,  Such 
a  transaction  will  undoubtedlv  cause  the  trea- 
sury a  serious  loss,  but  Ze  Povinho  will 
of  course  shoulder   the   burden. 

—The  papers  have  been  signed  and  taxes 
paid  for  a  transfer  of  the  Lloyd  Brazileiro 
property  from  Vaz  de  Carvalho,  who  bid  it 
in  at  the  judicial  sale  last  year,  to  the  Banco 
da  Republica,  representing'a  new  syndicate. 
As  these  taxes  and  transfer  expenses  will 
not  be  less  than  750,000$,  and  as  another 
transfer  will  be  necessary  when  the  new  com- 
pany is  organized,  there  is  no  small  danger 
that  a  very  considerable  part  of  the  pro- 
perty will  be  absorbed  in  these  taxes.  Un- 
der such  conditions  there  is  very  little  chance 
for  the  revival  and  prosperity  of  any  industry.
